General requirements 

All consignments of fresh cut flowers/foliage must be accompanied by a 
phytosanitary certificate attesting that the consignment has been inspected and/or 
tested in accordance with appropriate official procedures and is considered to be 
free from quarantine pests specified by the New Zealand Ministry of Agriculture 
and Forestry. The phytosanitary certificate must also attest that the consignment 
conforms with the current phytosanitary requirements of the New Zealand Ministry 
of Agriculture and Forestry. 

The following additional declaration to the phytosanitary certificate applies: 

{ADl} This is to certify that the cut flowers/foliage described herein have been 
inspected and/or tested according to appropriate official procedures and 
are considered to be free from the quarantine pests specified by New 
Zealand MAF and to conform with the current phytosanitary requirements 
of New Zealand MAF, including those for regulated non-quarantine pests. 

Note: If the phytosanitary certificate is in accordance with the model phytosanitary 
certificate annexed to the revised (1997) text of the FAO IPPC the above additional 
declaration is not required. 

Specific requirements 

Where the plant material is propagable (as shown in relevant country: commodity 
schedules) the material must be subject to an appropriate devitalisation treatment 
rendering the material non-propagable. The following additional declaration to the 
phytosanitary certificate will apply. 

{AD2} The [commodity] has been subject to an approved devitalisation 
treatment rendering it non-propagable. 

Full details of the devitalisation treatment must be included in the "Disinf estation 
and/or Disinfection Treatment" area of the phytosanitary certificate. Details of the 
date, active ingredient, concentration, treatment duration and temperature must be 
recorded.

The rate to be used is that prescribed in Approved Biosecurity Treatments 
for Risk Goods Directed for Treatment BNZ-STD-ABTRT for treatment of 
insects (FVTl). Treatment must be completed within the metropolitan area 
and within 24 hours of arrival. Once a compliant treatment certificate is 
received the goods will be directed for inspection. 

(c) Unaccompanied consignments from Thailand - treatment pre-arrival 

Unaccompanied consignments from Thailand must be pre-arrival treated 
with Methyl Bromide only with appropriate endorsement on phytosanitary 
certificate. The rate to be used is that prescribed in Approved Biosecurity 
Treatments for Risk Goods Directed for Treatment BNZ-STD-ABTRT for 
treatment of insects (FVTl). 

2. Accompanied orchids from Singapore Airport Duty Free do not require a 
standard Phytosanitary Certificate. A phytosanitary 'tag' sticker is attached 
to the carton. The sticker is numbered and issued by the Singapore Agri- 
Food and Veterinary Authority (AVA). Accompanied orchids do not 
require the on-arrival treatment (note 1) but must be declared will be 100% 
inspected on-arrival. 

3. Chrysalidocarpus and Rhapis. If a fungicide treatment is applied the 
Malaysia and Singapore phytosanitary certificate must be endorsed with
